wegian flank. 


Cologne, a Rhlneland center of 


German 
war industry, 
and an 


aerial engine works near Paris 
were the piincipal targets of the 
RAF night riders with their thou- 
sands of tons of explosives and 
incendiaries. 


It was the 105th raid on Cologne. 
During an hour and a half in 


which German anti-aircraft batter- 
ies curtained the Paris region with 
fire and steel, the RAF smashed

The Germans declared that only 
slight damage was sustained in the 
Paris region and "some material 
damage" and casualties in "resi- 
dential sections" of Western Ger- 
many.

Reticence Gone. 
The authoritative 
London esti- 


mate that the RAF used mc-e than 
300 bombers last night was signif- 
icantly advertised by the British 
in contrast to the reticence of the 
past. The figure was a close ap- 
proach to the 400 bombers the "er- 
mans marshaled 
against London 


at the height of their assaults less 
than a year ago. 


Last night's force was believed 
to have included scores of mam- 
moth, four-motored Stirlings, each 
carrying eight tons of bombs. 


Out of this armada, it was said, 


only five planes were lost—"A very 
satisfactory" ratio.
